Election Farce

Ruff, and Arthur B. Sontag. To 
these courageous souls we wish 


the best of luck and much will 
power and guts. However, to 
those of us who have been look- 
ing forward to the rebirth of 
active, progressive student gov- 
ernment, this is a mighty -ane- 
mic way to go about it. We’re 
afraid we will have to be of 
whatever Service we can, and 
we hope for more activity from 
an overly lethargic student body 
in the spring. 

This mockery of democracy 
has, however, one slight ray of 
hope. With the candidacy of two 
students from the active Negro 
community, there seems to be a 
healthy increase in interest and 
concern about good student gov- 
ernment among the Negro stu- 
dents.

Spencer unveils color film 
on RU progress and needs 


Roosevelt’s public image and 
needs for additional outside sup- 


pert, are the targets. of a 30-minute. 
color slide film unveiled by Lyle 


M. Spencer, chairman of Roose- 
velt’s Board of Trustees, at the 
“Urban University, Its Challenges 
and Responsibilities” seminar last 
Wednesday. 

Spencer and another trustee said 
the film is still undergoing im- 
provement and that it originatea as 
a result of talks among trustees 
which revealed thet many loca! 
cit.zens are nt fully aware of ‘his 
school’s presence, or what contri- 
bution it has made to the Chicago 
metropolitan area. 


In its present stage, the film and 
narration disclosed RU graduates’ 
accomplishments, the school’s re- 
lationship to the expanded college 
enrollment of the future, its low 
cost to students at no cost to tax- 
payers (by comparison with the 
Congress Cirgle campus under con- 
struction by the University ot Illi- 
nois), and primarily, its proximi- 
ty to students who work and live 
at home. 


Speaking from experience 
drawn from a long list of high 
positions in education, government 
and industry, Spencer declared that 
universities such as Roosevelt “can 
be the most powerful single force 
in keeping the mobility structure 
open.” 

“This is so,” he explained, “be- 
cause so many young people who 
live in Chicago would never have 
gotten their education had it not 
been for scholarships offered at 
Roosevelt. and for local employ- 
ment opportunities.”

had the necessary requisites to — 


receive a college degree. 

WHILE I AM NOT the best 
student in school, I hope to 
raise my average high enough 
to go for a master’s degree next 
year. If it wasn’t for the pa- 
tience, understanding, and tol- 
erance of Dr. Watson, I might 
not have become reoriented in 
my hife’s outlook. 

So, I say to the “nameless 
one” who wrote the editorial 
about RU’s standards, why not 
investigate the reasons for ex- 
tension of probation rules be- 
fore spouting off about high 
Standards?
